It is the consensus of 
opinion, however, thut the change 
made by the last regular session of 
the state legislature will materially 
reduce the sheriff's compensation. 
Previously, the sheriff worked on 
a fee basis, but beginning next Jan­ 
uary tLi«* new sheriff will receive 
u flut salary of $3,000 a year, and 
will be paid all expenses incurred 
in the performance of his duties.
